The Tariff Question. 


Eorror Staxparp :—I was glad to see in 
your last Werxcy Stanparp a communication 
from ‘*Another British Colambian’’ in favor 
of a British ColumbigAariff. Iam pleased to 
find that the agriculturists in the interior 
of the Mainland have got their eyes opened 
to tte mistake that was made by the adop- 
tion of the Canadian tariff for this Province. 
“A. B. C,.”’ complains that views enunciated 
in a former commupication on this subject 
by an up-country writer had not found en- 
dorsement among the farmers iu the lower 
country. He may rest assured, however, 
that itig not from apathy, nor from lack of 
appreciation of the importance of the subject, 
that the lower country bas been silent on the 
question. In fact I am sure if he bad reflect- 
eda little on the brave fight the farmers of 
the lower country made twoyears ago against 
the adoption of the Canadian tariff, only to 
be dereated by the very men who are now the 
loudest in their complaints of its evil action 
—he wou'd not have found -it necessary to 
‘Shave been eurprised’’ at their present 
silence. When! say that the upper coun- 
try farmers killed the British Columb:a tariff I 
speak advisedly, for itisa well known fact 
that on the floor of the Victoria House of 
Legislatare where the baitle of the tariffs was 
fought, the members fepreseating.‘*A.B.C.’s”’ 
own district (Yale if I mistake not) voted to 
a wan for.the Canadian Tariff. The: lower 
country farmers with praiseworthy fore- 
thought were careful to elect men pledged 
against the OCenadian Tariff, and. if their 
brethren in the Yule district bad done like- 
wise, there would bave been no need for any 
after-howl like that now treard on the banks 
ofthe Thompson. We of the lower country 
expected te find Victoria's representatives 
and meo of their ilk in opposition to the 
cquntry's interest for it is searcely to be ex- 
expected that laborers, mechanics, small 
sbhgpkecpers and one-horse merchants would 
be sufficiently versed io political economy to 
undecetand that adollar taken out of their 
pockets now by a judicious tariff would 
return to them manifold in the future, but 
weatthe same time expeeted better things 
from our agricaltutal brethren beyond the 
Cascades, we fancied that their more inti- 
mate association with the country’s. vital 
interest would have caused them to have 
bad a qnickened perception of the true state 
of affairs, and that they would have. been 
ready at the eritical period and in the time of 
need to come forward with a belpiog baod 10 
aid of the Island farmers when they battled 
for the right on behalf of agricultare, : well 
kaowtog that in doing so they were working 
in the interest of the Province at large. But 
to pasa over ‘*A. B. C.'s’’ slur on the lower 
coustry tarmers which was so little deserved 
[ will with your permission, Mr. Editor, 
‘endorse ’’ what he says about the evil 
effects of the Canadian Tariff on the iaterests 
of the country, and then if you will spare me 
room I will supplement hia remarks with a 
f-w mgreto the same eod. A tariffis ever 
supposed to be framed witb a due regard to 
the condition and stage of derelopmeat as~ 
tained to by thetountry io which it is intend- 
ed to obtain, acd doubtless the Canadian 
Tariff wes ab exception to the rule. It is 
without doubt well-enough suited to the 
requirements of the eastern provinces—for 
we find thet every industry is carefully 
fostered by @ protective duty save and except 
that of agricalture, It so happens, however, 
that agricultureis there, the one thing re- 
quiring ao Protection, for in that important 
industry old Canada has no rivalto guard 
against. In that she is admittedly abd pre- 
emiuently in advance of ber neighbors across 
the line, and she can therefore aford to reisx 
io that particular, the rigid protective policy 
she (in common witb all. young nations) bas 
found it to be to her interest otherwise 
sirictly to adhere to.. The fact.that in top 
matter -of agriculture, the ‘circnmstances 
under which exist the old provinces of the 
Confederation on the one hand and the new 
provioce of British Columbia on the other— 
being the antipodes of each, might be taken 
as prima facie evidence that what would suit 
in the one case would not suit in the other. 
It'is evident indeed that the Bri Colum- 
bia delegates and the Ottawa Governthent 
alike took this view of the matter else they 
never would ave stipulated for on one.side 
end concede on the other—the contingance 
‘of our own tariff until the completion of the 
failway across the continent should have—to 
some extent—placed us*in-a <porition to 

| accept without su@ering so much. injury—e 
tarif intended for, aod only suited to a 
country well advanced in agriculture. There 


are few 


that iculture stands in im nee among 
the iaduptries of a nation, and yet strange to 
say, the majority of the people in this country 
are opposed to letting it stand first, second 
or indeed anywhere among the industries of 
the Province, they would kill it outright, 
literally starve it to death. This was aptly 
proved when they adopted the Canadian 
Tarif. As things at present stand British 
Columbia farmers, (owing to-all industiies 
but their own being fostered and protected) 
have to pay exorbitantly for everything they 
require to purchase for the parpose of pro- 
secating their business, but when they come 
to sell (owing to the free trade in agriculteral 
prodnct® that obtains) they find that they not 
ouly have to dispose of their produce for 
balf-notking, but that further than to a 
limited extent they caunotsel! atall. The 
market is constantly glatted with foreign 
produce, aod our farmers generally think 
themyelves lucky if they can dispose of a 
sufficiency of home-grown, to enable them 
to procare daily bread for themselves and 
families. When we consult the Custom 
House statistics and discover the amount of 
money the country pays annually to the 
neighboring states for food that could and 
under more favorable. circumstances would 
be supplied by our owa farmers, we cannut 
but be amazed that some mer can permit 
things to go on asthey are. With the ex- 
ception of a few persons on land contiguous 
to Victoria, there is scarcely a farmer in the 
Province who might uot donble, treble or 
even quadruple the area of land be at present 
bas aader cultivation, but to do this he must 
clear or dyke or drain ag the case may be,and 
and he cannot procure the wherewithal that 
would enable him to do this, and even were 
it otherwise in that respect and he could 
haveall the meags necessary, it would not pay 
bim to expend it, it would scarcely therefore 
be evidence of wisdom on bis part to do it. 
“‘A.B.C."' asks if something cannot yet be 
done to change the condition of things. 1 
would answer yes—if all saw as be and 1 see 
end thought as be and I think, but this on- 
fortunately is not so. And when I find so 
many gloating over the cause of the country’s 
ruin—inteliigent men like the editor of the 
Colonist jubilant over the long arrayof figures 
that indicate. the country’s ‘annual expendi- 
ture for foreign food—who can with evident 
satisfaction exclaim—see what the Canadian 
Tariff bas done for us—it bas saved to us all 
the duty we would bave had to pay on that 
produce. Wheol say, I hear and see men 
like that so blinded to their own interest and 
the interest of the country at large as to con- 
gratulate themselves on such a state of 
things, 1 am compelled to fear that our cause 
is judeed wellnigh bopeless.. The imposi- 
tion of a judicial tariff, sufficient to make 
farming moderately profitable, would result 
in causing farmers already settled in the 
country to double and treble their present 
produce. In addition to that it would en- 
courage immigrants to come and settle upon 
sod cultivate our unoccupied lands, and in a 
little while—a few years at most-the bac- 
dreds of thousands of dollars of which the 
Province is now annually drained, would 
cease to flow into the pockets of cur Ameri- 
can friends, instead thereot the entire amounts 
would find its way into the purses of our own 
farmers, to be by them expended in works of 
& reproductive nature to the further bencfit 
of the country. Then indeed; would dawn 
upon the Province an era of prosperity such 
as we have hitherto never ever dared to 
dream of. So long on the other hand as the 
tariff remains as it is we cannot expect much 
if any improvement. Our old mines may 
continue to give up their bidden treasures 
and new mines may be discovered that will 
afford lucrative employ; ment to an increased 
number of men. Qur lumbermen may in- 
crease the sumber of their mil's, and our 
fishermen may extend their catch of fish, but 
they will not all improve the state of things 
within the Province to amy appreciable ex- 
tent—Uncle Sam ‘and he. alone wil! be the 
person benefitted. This question is now out 
of the power of the Local Legislatur, to deal 
with, it remains therefore for the people to 
instruct their representatives at Ottawa to 
urge upon the Dominion Government the 
necessity of making the required alteration 


in the tariff.
